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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 08-AUG-2006 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive, because: 

A. ) Applicant's argument that the cross-linking taught by Winckler et al. is essentially the cross-linking of a thermoplastic material 
rather than, presumably, a cross-linking reaction that occurs essentially during the reaction of the macrocyclic oligoester is not persuasive 
because Winckler et al. clearly teaches that the macrocyclic oligoester is polymerized (25:1-3:10) and if glycerin and sugar moieties are 
present in the reaction system they can be used to cause/introduce cross-linking in the final polymer. Therefore, it is maintained that 
Winckler et al. substantially teaches cross-linking occurs while macrocyclic oligoester is polymerized into the final product since Winckler 
et al. does not suggest that an additional step or process is needed to cause the cross-linking. 

B. ) With respect to applicant's argument that the use of diepoxy is not rendered obvious in the combination of Winckler et al. and 
Galluci it is submitted that Galluici clearly provides rationale for the use of the diepoxy component in the reaction mixture to create a 
desired physical property. As such, it is submitted that the reference(s) teach all of the claimed ingredients, process steps, and process 
conditions. Therefore, the claimed effects and physical properties would inherently be achieved by carrying out the disclosed process. If 
it is applicants' position that this would not be the case: (1) evidence would need to be presented to support applicants' position; and (2) it 
would be the examiner's position that the application contains inadequate disclosure that there is no teaching as to how to obtain the 
claimed properties and effects by carrying out only these process steps.. 
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
